Subs Sink Three 
British Ships 
Air Raid Alarms Sound 
In London As Planes 
Appear Off Coast 


LONDON, 
driven back from England again to- 
day after air raid alarms had sound- 
ed in London —by error—and in 
towns along the east coast. Observ- 
ers believed at least one German 
plane may have been forced down 
at sea by Royal Air Force fight- 
ers. 

“Enemy = aircraft were observed 
off the northeast coast of England 
this morning,” the air ministry an- 
nounced. 

“British fighters went up to in- 
vestigate. whereupon the enemy 
made off in an easterly direction 
before contact was made.” 

The Nazi naval war continued at 
a fast pace, three more British 
ships being sunk by U-boats. One 
was the 7,976-ton steamer Malabar 
which went down in the Atlantic 
with a loss of five out of 75 men of 
her crew. Another 
Saint Nidan, out of Hull, and a 
third was the trawler Lynx. Both 
trawler crews were saved.

LONDON, ‘([P—-The war has, as 
always, turned woman’s world com- 


pletely upside down. To men it has’ 


brought an exhilaration and a sense 
of achievement; to the older men a 
renewer youth and elasticity. to the 
younger men a sense of responsibil- 
ity and of their worth to the na- 
tion. All ages alike rejoice in their 
uniform and patriotic fervor keeps 
their spirits high. 

But to the women it is all rather 
bewildering. To the average wife 
and mother unable by domestic ties 
or other restrictions to offer her- 
self for active services, it is a ques- 
tion of standing by, coping with all 
the difficulties and inconveniences. 
presenting a cheerful front and hid- 
ing as best she can the heartache 


of it all. 

Only two months ago life was pur- 
suing its normal course. Now wo- 
man's world has become devastat- 
ed. She is up against a thousand 
problems she never thought she 
would have to face. 

Evacuation has proved so far per- 
haps the greatest problem. At a mo- 
ment’s notice thousands of women 
have had to choose between husband 
and children: between her duty to 
the man who is to her sometimes a 
grown child. and her duty to the 
real child who must at all costs be 
protected from the mental and phy- 
sical effects of war.

|!homes of others. feeling distressed.

| domestic life where they had been 
laid down. 

On the other hand. those who 
had to receive the evacuated wo- 
men and children had to have their 


lives turned topsy turvy. Maiden 
ladies were landed with half a do- 
zen children; careful and prim 


housewives had to receive careless 
and tnriftless types of wives. often 
Slovenly and with several unruly 
and ill managed children. Bachelors 
with large homes and a_ single 
housekeeper were horrified at be- 
ing invaded by a bevy of expectant 
mothers and nurses. 

And perhaps with some sort of bad 
angle on the social status, the gov-. 
ernment, to some, appeared defi- 
nitely to have misarranged the bil- 
lets. The middle classes were load- 
ed with denizens of the slums and 
vice versa. 

So evacuation has created prob- 
lem after problem seemingly im- 
possible to solve. But as all upheav- 
als do, it already has begun to 
settle down, hatreds and affections 
have been levelled to a medium 
emotion and perhaps the common 


sense of suffering has helped. 


The humorous stories told of the 
evacuation will go down into his- 
tory, particularly where the child- 
ren are concerned. Transporting

‘homes has certainly had some ex- 
| traordinary reactions. Those are the 
'children who never have known 
known what it is to be undressed to 
| go to bed. Sometimes they would 
ire-dress and go to bed complete 
'with shoes as they do at home.— 
, Some children have been found 
| Sleeping under the bed because “at 
| home mother and father always 
| sleep on top.” Others, used to “fish 
{and chips’ and beer for supper, 
have turned distastefully from the 
dainty meals prepared for them. 
But to many thousands of children 
,has come a sense of beauty and 
Sweetness in life of which they ne- 
ver dreamed. and its influence will 
not be lost. 


In dress. woman has gone “sensi- 
ble.” Perhaps the whole trend of 
war is responsible. perhaps mere- 
ly the idea that she must look her 
part, but frills and flounces have 
been put aside, high-heeled shoes 
stowed away for post-war festivit- 
ies, curls have been cut and trim- 
med to look businesslike rather than 
artistic, and neatness and practi- 
cability appear to be the order of 
the day in all forms of dress.

Fort recently? If you would like to 
refresh your memory about Sutter 
and his achievements, read the new 
book that has just been published: 
“Sutter, the Man and his Empire,” | 
by James Zollinger. Mr. Zollinger 


presents a slightly different picture | 


of Sutter than those we have had 
so far. For one thing, he brings a 
mass of new material which makes 
a complete picture of Sutter’s life 
before he came to California and 
this in turn, makes his life in Cali- 
fornia more understandable. 

You may remember that Sutter 
took French leave of his wife, his 
five children and a huge debt in 
Switzerland, landing in New York 
in 1834.
